Pittsburg. Pa., May 12.—Joseph G. 
Arm strong, director of public works 
of Pittsburg, was arrested upon infor­ 
mation sworn to by Tensard De Wolf, 
secretary of 
the V oters’ league, in 
which A rm strong is charged with for 
gory, false pretense, perjury and sub­ 
ornation of perjury. 
Alderman Mc- 
M asters fixed hail at $10,000, which 
was produced Immediately. The sum 
involved in the four charge* is $5400. 
The four charges are baaed upon 
two transactions and were forecast 
several weeks ago. when A. Leo Well 
president of the V oters’ league, made 
a speech In Exposition hall 41 re. in 
which he charged that A rm strong had 
certified to payrolls when not collect 
and had allowed laborers in his de­ 
partm ent to draw money from the city 
to which they were not entitled. 


C harges In Detail. 
in the inform ations, upon which the 
w arrant was based, these transactions 
are described in detail. 
They charge 
first that Director A rm strong padded 
the payroll of his departm ent for No 
vem ber. 1909. Election day fell during 
November, and A rm strong Is charged 
with allowing his employes to shirk 
their regular city work so that they 
might do picket duty at the polls.

Ina Daly Yard Today. 


New York. May 12 
The Florida, 
the second of the two largest b attle­ 
ships vet constructed for the United 
States 
navy, was 
launched at the 
Brooklyn navy yard today. Miss Eliza 
beth 
Fleming, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
christened the fighting m achine as It 
glided down the waul, with the im 
mense crowd cheering and flags w av­ 
ing. 
Governor Gilchrist, of Florida, ac­ 
companied by a large party, including 
his en tire staff and their wives, a t­ 
tended the launching 
Miss Fleming, 
who so coolly sm ashed the cham pagne 
bottle on the bow of the battleship. Is 
a daughter of the late Governor Frank 
P. Fleming, of Florida. 
The Florida’s sister ship. the Utah. 
was launched bv the New York Ship 
Building company at Camden. N. J., 
on Dec. 23. 
With the launching of the Florida, 
the United States navy has afloat its 
first com plete division of ships of the 
dreadnought type. consisting of the 
Delaware. North 
Dakota, U tah and 
Florida. 
It is claimed by the navy d ep art­ 
ment that the Florida and Utah are 
the best 
protected 
warships afloat, 
special attention having been given 
in their design to guarding the vital 
parts and to the localizing of the de­ 
structive effects of projectiles and tor­ 
pedoes. 
The Florida will he driven by an 
equipm ent of Parsons turbine* work 
inc on four shafts They are required 
bv contract to develop 28.000 horse 
power, which, it is estim ated, will e n ­ 
able the ship to m aintain an average 
speed of 20.75 knots on trial. In addi­ 
tion to 2500 tons of coal, the vessel 
will store some 4<>o tons of oil fuel, 
the value of which has long been re­ 
cognized by naval constructors as an 
auxiliary fuel.
